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ORIGINAL POETRY. 

CNPUBLISHED POEM, BY DEAN SWIFT. 
To the Editor of the Dublin Literatry Gaxette. 

Limerick, April, 1830. 
Sm — I eend you an extract from an unpub- 
lishetl poem, by Dean Swift, now in my pos- 
session. It was placed in my hands by a lady 
who resides in the County of Clare ; and had 
been discovered amongst tíie papers oí the late 
Bishop Beniard, of this city, whose intimacy 
with the gTeat satirist is weti known. It bears 
the Dean's own signature, and from the date 
(September 7th, 1728) which he has pretíied, 
(as he was in the habit of doing to many of his 
light pieces,) I conclude that it was written 
when Swift was residing at Market HÍU, (the 
seat of Sir Arthur Acheson.) Híb letters, 
and the journal to Stella, contain several allu- 
sions corroboratory of the gennineness of the 
poem, as will appear from a perusal of the 
fewnotes I have subjoined to the extract. The 
little piece may not be thought ín his best vein, 
yet it bears the stamp of his spirit in a sufficient 
degree to make what is called the internal evu 
dence of its paternity abundantly conclusive, and 
the irony in part is exquisitely subdued. It 
appears to have been written with the view of 
dissuading his íriend Lindsav from embracing 
the legal profession ; and the extract which I 
pive presents a sketch which is graphic at least ; 
although the portrait is viewed through a mis- 
chief-mafcing medium. He is banteringly de- 
fending the cause of the profession against those 
who say that the lawver's money is easily earned, 
and lends his satire (like Mrs. Candour's scan- 
dal) the veil of charity. I preserve exactlv the 
spelling and punctuation as they are in the ori- 
ginal: — 

THE LAWYER. 

I own the curses of manlund 

Sit liglit upon a Lawyer's mind 

Tbe Clamoursof Ten Thousaxtd Tongues 

Break not his rest, nor hurt hís luugs, 

I own his eonecience alhvays free 

(Provided he has gothis fee) 

Secure of constant peace wítbin, 

Hu fcnows no Guilt who knows no sin. 

Yet 4 well they merit to be pity*d 
By Chents ahvavs ovcrwittea: 
And tho' the gospel seems to say 
What heavv burdens Lawvers lay 
Upon the Shoulders of their Neighbour, 
Nor lend a finger to the Labour, 
Alwajs for eaving their own Bncon j 
Ki> douht the text is bere mistaken 
The Copv's false, or sense is rackt ; 
To prove* it, I appeal to fact, 
And thus by demonstration shew 
What burdens Lawyers undergo. 

With early Clients at hia Dnor 
Tho' he was drunk the night before, 
And crop-sick with unclub'd for wine 
The Wreteh must be at Court by nine, 
Half snnk beneath his Bríefs and Beg 
As ridilen hv a midnight Hag : 
Then from the Bar harnngues the Bench 
In English vile, and viler French, 
And Latitt vilest of the Three 

And all for poor Ten Moydore's fee 

Of Paper how U he profuse ? 
With periods long in terms abstruse, 
WTiat pains he tafces to be prolix P 
A thousand lines to stand for six ; 
Of Common Sense without a word in: 
And, ís not this a grievous burden? 

The Lawyer is a Common 0rudge 
lo fight our Cause before the Judge: 
And what is yet a greater Curse 
Condtimn'd to bear his Client's Purse, 
Whue he at ease Secure and light 
vvalks boldly boroe at dead of night ; 
vvhen Term is ended leaves tho Town 
iTots to his Countrv Mansion down, 
And thsencumberedof his Load, 
«o danger dreads npon the road»

Lindsay tis you have set me on 
To state thÍB Qu^stáon pro and Con 
My Sotyr may offend tu tewe, 
However It concema, not y ou, 
I own there may in every Clan 
Perhaps be found one honest man ; 
Yet luuc them close, ia this they Jump, 
To be bat Bascals Ln the lump. 

In the conclusion of the poem, (which, even 
inthe sfcetchjustgiven, presents some touches 
of that shade of Bober irony which has immor- 
talized the Academy of Lagoda,) the Oean 
grows personal j and concludes with a joke at 
his old acquaintances, Carter (the Masterof the 
Rolls,) Richard Tighe, and Connollv, to whora 
Lord Wharton was charged with having sold 
the place of a Privy Councillor, and Commis- 
sioner of the Re venue, and who was afterwards 
Speafcer of the Irish fíouse of Commons, and 
a Lord Justice. Robert Lindsay, to whom the 
poem is addressed, (and whose name it beara in 
the title,) is often mentioned with aífectionate 
regard in the Dean's works ; and is, I believe, 
the same to whom, in the will of Esther Van- 
homrígh» we find the sum of £25 bequeathed, 
to buy a ring. 

I will adi Sir, that I feel a great satisrac- 
tion in being able to forward so valuable a con- 
tribution to the Publin Literary Gazette — 
being the first attempt made for a long time to 
revive what that brilliant writer immortalized 
— »-tbe local literature of Ireland.
